Resumption  of  ojserations  at  tb«  Powell 
River  Paper  Company  yesterday  cleared  ihe 
air  a little  in  respect  of  the  lumber  strike  in 
British  Columbia  Steadiness  on  the  part  of 
the  Powell  River  managcmeni.  and  common 
sense  on  behalf  of  the  American  Federation  of 
l abor  union  employed  at  the  plant,  have 
together  eased  an  anomalous  position  in  the 
I W.A.  strike.  That  was  the  effort  of  the 
strikers  to  barravk  operations  at  a plant  where 
they  were  not  employed,  and  with  no  other 
possible  result  than  to  curtail  the  output  of 
newsprint,  already  in  short  supply  in  the 
Pacific  Northwest 

The  Canadian  public  is  eminently  fair  on 
the  occasion  of  a labor  dispute  It/efuses,  for 
the  mosi  part,  to  intervene  upon  one  side  or 
the  other.  'I  here  have  been  some  features  of 
the  preKHt  tic-up.  however,  which  have 
abused  that  tolerance  directly.  One  was  the 
attempt  to  stop  the  use  of  lumber  w'bich  bad 
been  bought  and  paid  for  by  the  public. 
Another  was  interference  with  personal  rights 
in  the  free  ingress  and  egress  of  men  to  and 
from  a milling  area. 

The  most  pronounced  irregularity  was  the 
effort  to  close  Powell  River  mills,  the  only 
pulp  plant  of  five  in  the  Province  that  was 
interfered  with  by  the  sinking  I W A crews. 

It  IS  a singular  coincidence,  to  say  the  least, 
that  Powell  River  supplies  the  Coast  and  In- 
terior press  with  its  newsprint,  and  particu- 
larly marked  in  that  members  of  the  I W A 
are  not  employed  there  Some  of  these  activi- 
ties have  been  ill-advised.  They  have 
amounted  at  limes  to  direct  interlerence  with 
Ihe  personal  and  property  tights  of  the  people 
of  British  Columbia.  Under  the  law.  of 
course,  only  Parliament  has  control  of  such 
rights,  and  they  are  not  to  be  circumscribed 
by  others  with  impunity 

Efforts  at  mediation  in  the  dispute  con- 
tinue. hut  without  much  headway  that  the 
public  can  sense  British  Columbia  mean- 
while. is  being  hard  hit  by  ihis  stoppage  of 
its  postwar  construction  program  on  the  one 
hand,  and  the  slowing  down  of  much  of  its 
industrial  ami  agricultural  production  on  the 
other.  1 he  loss  in  wages  after  fifteen  days 
is  considerable,  but  the  indirect  loss  through 
cessation  of  other  w ork  at  a number  of  points 
probably  outweighs  that 

Any  deliberate  attempt  to  bring  about  a 
general  stoppage  of  work  m Bntish  Columbia 
would  be  interpreted  by  the  public  as  a threat 
to  the  security  and  well-being  of  the  nation, 
far  exceeding  whatever  may  be  the  disputed 
fights  in  the  actual  case  For  that  reason, 
resumption  of  work  at  Powell  River  is  an 
encouraging  sign
